Submitted herewith Is the report of the annual examination and audit of 
the accounts of the Town of Allenstown for the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1964, which was made by this Division In accordance with the vote of 
the Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are Included as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records of 
the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Municipal 
Court, Trustees of Trust Funds and Library. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1963 - December 31, 1964: 
(Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheetsas of December 31, 1963 and December 31, 
1964, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the Net Debt 
increased by $36,660.06, in 1964. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town during the 
year Is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the change in- 
dicated therein. These were as follows;

Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, estimated 
and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1964, are pre- 
sented In Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the budget summary 
(Exhibit A-4), a net overdraft of appropriations of $10,907.68, less a 
revenue surplus of $1,464.77 ,resulted in a net budget deficit of $9,442.91. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1964, made up In accordance with the uniform classi- 
fication of accounts, Is Included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the Treasurer's 
balance as of December 31, 1964, is indicated in Exhibit B-2. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the custody, 
receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and audited. 
Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with supporting invoices and 
payrolls as wellasentries In the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source Insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 
Book balances were verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances 
made from statements obtained from depository banks. Verification of un- 
collected taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as in- 
dicated by the Collector's records. The amounts of uncollected and unre- 
deemed taxes as indicated in this report are therefore subject to any 
changes which may be necessitated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus - (Deficit): 


The current financial condition of the Town changed from a current sur- 
plus(excess of total assets over current liabilities) of $303.13, to a current 
deficit(excess of current liabilities over total assets) of $8,856.93, in 1964, 
as shown herewith:

The current deficit resulted from substantial budget deficits in each of 
the last two fiscal years. To remain in sound financial condition, a town 
should have at all times sufficient assets to offset its current liabilities. 


Therefore, it is recommended that provision be made in the 1965 town 
budget for a deficiency appropriation to cover at least a part of the current 
deficit of $8,856.93. It is further recommended that in case the 1965 
appropriation only covers a part, annual appropriations be made for this 
purpose until such time as the current deficit is entirely liquidated. 


Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of Municipal Budget Law: 


It is noted that there was a net overdraft of appropriations amounting to 
$10,907.68. In other words, - total expenditures exceeded total appro- 
priations by this amount, as indicated herewith: 


Overdrafts of Appropriations $ 15,445.62 


Unexpended Balances of Appropriations 4,537 .94 


Net Overdraft of Appropriations $ 10,907.68 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 10 of the Municipal Budget 
Law (R.S.A. 32), when it becomes necessary for a Board of Selectmen to 
make expenditures in excess of budgetary appropriations, it is required that 
an application, approved by the budget committee, be made to the Tax 
Commission for the authorization of such excess expenditures. No such re- 
quest was made during 1964, therefore expenditures totalling $10,907 .68 
were made without authorization in that year. 


If in the future an emergency arises whereby it becomes necessary to ex- 
ceed appropriations, application for this authority should be made prior to 
the date of the expenditure. 


Surety Bonds: 


The surety bonds of the Town Clerk and Town Treasurer should be in- 
creased in amount as follows: 


Town Clerk - increase from $2,000.00 to $3,000.00 
Town Treasurer - increase from $15,000.00 to $20,000.00 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, require that this re- 
port of the summary of findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) 
shall be published in the next annual report of the Town. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Allenstown for their 
assistance during the course of the audit.

1817- 

Hall Burgin, Amos Thorn and Andrew O. Evans were elected Selectmen 
and Robert Cochran Tax Collector. 

Appropriations for County tax $40.87, for State tax $40.87, for Town tax 
$151.07, for schooling $96.60 and Non-Residents tax $41.67 for a total of 
$370.48. 

The town established another system of bookkeeping, having a separate 
book for road work, school expenses and for aid to paupers- 

1818- 

Harting Sargent, Charles Rowell and Andrews O. Evans were elected 
selectmen, Isaac Dowst Tax Collector and Jona Taylor and Ichabod Clark as 
auditors. 

Appropriations for this year $33.21 for County tax, $41.97 State tax, 
town tax $154.07, school tax $96.96, non-residents road tax $91.72, and 
school house tax for Dist. #1 $139.26 for a total of $557.19. A saw mill was 
built on the Buntenlandon the south side of the Suncook River on the Allens- 
town side, it was built and owned by John Cochran who in 1818 deeded it to 
John Lewis. On or near this site opposite Webster Mill Mr. Lewis built a 
paper mill called the Guinea Mill. 

Pembroke Academy incorporated in 1818. 

Law passed in the legislature requiring towns to raise ninety dollars for 
every dollar of the town's apportionment state tax. 

1819- 

Robert Buntin, Charles Rowell and Andrew O. Evans were elected select- 
men. Andrew Buntin, tax collector and Robert Buntin and Charles Rowell 
as auditors. 

Appropriations were for State tax $57.27, County tax $32.52, town tax 
$207.66, schools $121.59, school house tax Dist. #4 $373.61, and for non- 
resident road tax $62.51, a total of $855.16. 

The lines of Allenstown and Epsom were perambulated this year for Joseph 
Laramie was paid for doing it. 

1820- 

Robert Buntin, Hall Burgin and Andrew ©. Evans were elected selectmen. 
Charles Rowell was elected tax collector, Ichabod Clark and Henry Dowst 
auditors. 

Appropriations for State tax $57.47, County tax $36.19, town tax $151.40, 
schools $126.18, and non-resident road tax $96.61, for a total of $467.85. 
Money was hired from the United States Bank to a sum of $300.00. Paid John 
Osgood for keeping a child 4 weeks $2.00 or $ .50 a week. Paid selectmen 
salary 1 year $8.00, tax collector 1 year $14.00. 

1821- 

James Emery, Hall Burgin and Andrew ©. Evans were elected selectmen. 

Hall Burgin was elected town treasurer and Robert Evans tax collector. 


Hall Burgin was paid $127.26 for land taken from him, for the road from 
his house toward Epsom. 

The Literary Fund was created by a tax of one half of one per cent upon 
the capital stock of the banks of the State, for the benefit of the public 
schools. 

1822- 

James Emery, C harles Rowell and Andrew O. Evans were elected as select- 
men. Hall Burgin was elected as treasurer and Robert Evans as tax collector. 
Hall Burgin was appointed Chief Justice of the Court of Session in the County 
of Merrimack, he also was appointed Road Commissioner for the County. 


1823- 

Robert Buntin, Charles Rowell and Andrew ©. Evans were elected as 
selectmen. Hall Burgin was elected treasurer and Charles Rowell tax col- 
lector. The County of Merrimack was formed with Concord as shire town 
July 1, 1823. 

There were two grain millsin town, Burgin's and Batchelder's. There were 
three saw mills, Kennison's, Burgin's and Jonathan Hall's. 

1824- 

Andrew ©. Evans, Charles Rowell and Robert Buntin were re-elected 
selectmen. James Kennison was elected as tax collector. Hall Burgin was 
chosen Elector of President and Vice-President. 

There was a flood destroying most of the bridges in town. 

18 25- 

Hall Burgin, J. C. Emery and Andrew O. Evans were elected selectmen. 
John Y. Burgin was'a student at the Pembroke Academy. 

1826- 

Hall, Burgin, Henry Dowst and James Emery were elected selectmen. 
James Kennison was elected tax collector, Captain Buntin and Ichabod Clark 
auditors. 

Heavy rains in August caused freshets in the Merrimack River. It was the 
same storm that occasioned the landslide in the Notch of the White Mountains 
by which the Willey family perished. 

1827- 

Andrew ©. Evans, Sterling Sargent and Charles Rowell were elected 
selectmen. Charles Rowell was elected tax collector. 

The school system of the State reorganized providing for a Superintendent 
Committee. 

The town line of Allenstown and Hooksett were perambulated. 

November 1827- 

Unusually cold, the coldest weather within the memory of the oldest in- 
habitant for the season, freezing over the rivers. For fifteen days there was 
a succession of northwest winds. 

1828- 
Andrew O. Evans, Sterling Sargent and Mark Tilton were elected select- 


men. Charles Rowell was elected tax collector, Robert Buntin and Hall 
Burgin as auditors. 

Paid A. O. Evans $4.39, Sterling Sargent $6.28, Mark Tilton $9.99 as 
salary for selectmen, Charles Rowell $13.75 for tax collector and the auditors 
$ .50 each. 

Sample of auditors report at this time: 

We the undersigned have examined the several books, the records of 
the selectmen account for the year 1828 and find them correctly cast 
and as usually authenticated by certificate. 

Post Office was established in Suncook; Caleb Stark was Postmaster. 
1829- 

Andrew O. Evans, Charles Rowell and Mark Tilton were elected select- 
men. Robert Evans was elected tax collector, Hall Burgin and Henry Dowst 
auditors. 

Abated tax of N athan Smith for a cow that died $ .19, abated tax of Mark 
Tilton for a horse that died $ .47. 

First Post Office in Allenstown was established and Daniel Batchelder was 
the first post master at his store. It was discontinued April 30, 1903 for rural 
mail delivery. 

1830- 

AndrewO. Evans, Mark Tilton and Artemus Stevens were elected select- 
men. Jacob Edes was elected tax collector, Hall Burgin and Henry Dowst 
auditors. 

Received from the State for the first time for the Literary Fund, $11.05. 

A law suit between Pembroke and Allenstown to recover money expended 
for the support of a pauper, was an occasion of a long and expensive law 
suit, ending in Pembroke's favor. 

Sample of census taken at that time: 

This is an accurate return of all inhabitants of Allenstown in the County of 
Merrimack and State of New Hampshire, on the first day of June 1830 with 
their ages and sexes, taken agreeably to the act for taking the fifth census 
or enumerator of the inhabitants of the United States.

June 23, 1831 
The House resumed the consideration of the bill, and Mr. Batchelder moved 
that the first section be amended by adding a proviso thereto. On motion of 
Mr. Gove of Goffstown ordered, that said bill and amendment be referred to 
the committee on towns and parishes. 
Mr. Prescott from the committee on townsand parishes to which was referred 
the bill to incorporate a town by the name of Allenstown reported the same 
with an amendment which was adopted-ordered that it be read a third time 
tomorrow at 3 o'clock. 
Mr. Prescott from the same committee to which was referred the petitions of 
Hall Burgin and others and also the petition of Sam Cofran and others that a 
part of the tract of land known by the name of Allenstown may be annex to 
Pembroke made a report - Whereupon Resolved that the petitioners have leave 
to withdraw their petitions. 

June 27, 1831 
The House proceeded to the order of the day on the following bill "An Act to 
incorporate a town by the name of Allenstown" which was read a third time, 
resolved that they pass and that their titles be as aforesaid. 


June 30, 1831 
A message from the Senate to their clerk: 
Mr. Speaker, the Senate concurs with the House of Representative in the 
passage of the following bill and resolution "An Act to incorporate a town by 
the name of Allenstown" . 

July 2, 1831 
State of New Hampshire 

Section 1, 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representative in General Court 
Convened- 
That all of that tract of land situated in the County of Merrimack in said 
State that is now known by the name of Allenstown be and hereby is incor- 
porated intoatown by the name of Allenstown with all the powers and privi- 
leges and subject to-all the liabilities incident to other towns in this State. 
Provided however that no person whomsoever that would not have gained a 
settlement in said Allenstown by the laws of this State if said Allenstown had 
not been incorporated into a townon the first Wednesday of June one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-eight, shall gain a settlement in said Allenstown in 
virtue of this act any laws to the centrary notwithstanding. 
Section 2, 
And be it further enacted that Ichabod Clark, James C. Emery, James Piper 
and Mark Tilton or any three of them are hereby authorized to call the first 
meeting of the legal voters of said Allenstown, expressing the time, place 
and purposes of said meeting, fifteen days previous to the day of meeting, 
which meeting shall be held on the last Monday of November. 
Section 3, 
Andbe it further enacted that the officers that were chosen at the last meet- 
ing of the legal voters of said Allenstown shall continue in office during the 
time for which they were chosen.

Report Of The Forest Fire Warden 
And Your District Chief 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 1963 In both length 
and severity. For the second successive year, we experienced a rainfall 
deficiency of more than ten inches and the compounding of such drought con- 
ditions, together with the many days of strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 
as one of the most hazardous years in the past half century. Although our 
fire season was three weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires 
showed onlya slight increase and more remarkable was the fact that the area 
burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964. Early detection 
and rapid response kept many potential fire disasters from becoming reality. 
We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men In this community who responded 
and fought our fires so efficiently. Our state is now 86% wooded and Its 
economy - both industrial and recreational - is greatly dependent on this 
forest resource. The responsibility for adequate fire protection of this great 
area - 4,350,000 acres - is everyone's responsibility and prevention ts one 
of our most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, obtain a per- 
mit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children In fire safety. Keep matches from young child- 
ren. Explain to them the dangers of lighting matches and making out- 
door fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year are chargeable to three 
causes; (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) children playing with matches; 
and (3) smokers. Let's be mindful of the fact that all such ‘flres endanger 
property and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation during the past fire 
season andwith your continued cooperation we are confident that we can Im- 


prove our fire record in 1965.

Superintendent’s Report 


We ended the school year of 1963-64 with a yearly membership of 138. 
As of the middle of December, we had an active enrollment of 167. By 
grades, we have; 1-32; 2-25; 3-23; 4-12; 5-18; 6-21; 7-24; 8-12. There 
seems to be no practical way of predicting enrollments. We do know that 
we will need another teacher next year to separate grades 7 and 8. This 
will leave us with only one combination for grades 5 and 6 with 30 pupils. 
With continued growth, it is only a matter of time before additional class- 
rooms become necessary. We should be giving this problem serious thought. 


Through a combination of circumstances, it became necessary to hire 3 
different teachers. Mr. Kenny had the opportunity for professional ad- 
vancement when offered the principalship of the Orford Schools, grade 1- 
12. Mrs.-Mahoney secured a better paying position in the Goffstown union. 
Mr. Morgan accepted a Peace Corps assignment in Nigeria. 


We believe we were fortunate in securing our present personnel, all of 
whom came to us well recommended. We have tried to keep our salaries 
fairly competitive, which proved helpful. The Massachusetts Legislature 
passed a $5,000 minimum, an increase of $500. Although only a few New 
Hampshire districts will match this figure this year, its effect will be felt 
in this southeastern section of New Hampshire. We hope we can keep step 
with the rest. 


The state average cost per pupil in high school last year was $489. The 
tuition rate at Pembroke Academy will be $485, and at Concord $575. It 
is safe to predict increasing costs at the high school level as well as at the 
elementary. 


Allenstown received from the sweepstakes $4,746.89 most of which, 
$3,428.93, was used to reduce the tax assessment. The difference of 
$1,317.96 should show as a balance, unless its use is authorized by the 
budget committee and the district for other purposes. 


We believe the Allenstown school is making good progress and look for- 
ward to the day when a single grade to a teacher can be justified. When 
that time arrives, it may well be that we will need fwo sections of some 
lower grades! 


Your continued understanding and cooperation are appreciated.
